| Aving done conſiderable Services relating to the Vitualling, Mr. Agat 
being dead (for whoſe Memory T ſhall always have a Veneration) ; and 
it bemg confidently ſpread abroad that Mr. Papillion was laying down, and 
Capt. Ayles to be removed, which would have made way for new C omiſſioners ; * 
being ſenſuble of my Loſs in the former, who had conſtantly given me Encok- 
ragement in what 1 offered for the Publick; and that Mr. Main who was to 
ſucceed Him as Firſt ( ommiſſtoner would be my Violent Oppoſer. Upon this 
I reſolved and accordingly applyed my ſelf to the Admiralty (Recommended by 
His Grace the Nuke of Ormond) for a Settlement and ( ompenſation, for 
Performances laid before Them ; which the following Prints preſent the Reader 
with, Their Lordſhips ſent my Allegations down to the Commiſſioners for 
} iFtualling, with 4 Command of a Report concerning me, which They made, 
and I have publiſh'd from a ( opy granted me after it was ſent up; Thi 
was ſoon replyed to by me, and only given in to Them, I now likewiſe print 
it Paragraph to Paragraph to Their Report, that in one (ingle view the 
Reader may ſee and judg of both, From that time Mr. Papillion has 
made me hope the Gentlemen might be brought over to do me Right, . yea even 
after the Lords of the Admiralty bad writ to Them in Words of -a harſh Sound 
about me, occaſioned by the Severity of their Report. Several Months being 
ſpent in fruitleſs Attendance, ( apt. Ayles fince dead, and Mr. Burlington 
were prevdil'd with, by Mr. Papillion, «pon Propoſa's bere to be ſeen of 
eminent Advantage to the Government, to Contra with me. Mr. Bur- 
lington recedes and leaves me all n Raines, Mr. Main is what be ever was, 
und nothing leſs than a Miracle can change bim, The Letters 1 likewiſe ſet 
forth, to ſhew I have uſed my utmoſt Endeavours to ſoften them to a Compli- 
ance with me : All being ſucceſsleſs, 1 became deſperate, as may appear by my 
Farewel-Letter, of ſuch a ſtrain nothing could juſtify it but ſuch a Treatment , 
eſpecially when at that very Inſtant the King was abus'd in His Subjects, the 
( ommiſſioners in their Honour, and I with a Numerous Family expos'd to a 
Fail and Starving. Who could bave done more to have prevented this

ted my thoughts to the Scrvice of it. I well knew that there might 
be Baked in the Kings Ovens larger quantities of durable Bisket 
than cuſtom, that common plea for all that's Ill, would ever admit 
of ; and that the Town Bakers in Contra& required an Overſeer as much 
as formerly. I was recommended to the Commiſſioners for. the ViQtualling 
by Perfons of ſo extraordinary a CharaQer, that they ſoon received me to 
regulate their own Bakehoule, and ro ſee the Bakers abroM perform'd their 
part. In this Truſt I was for ſix Months , I challenge my Enemies to prove 
upon me the leaſt failure in my duty. All that ſpace I Baked in my own 
Houſe, and fold to the Commiſhoners, being under the daily view of ſuch 
who (if they had found anything to my diſparagement) would loudly have 
proclaim'd it... At the forefaid Expiration, Mr. Maize at the Board demanded 
my Warrant, telling me,. 'They had no farther Occaſion for me; and when 
they.had, they. would ſend for me: , Which ſome intendeg.they never ſhould, 
as,by the. ſequel will cafily be diſcern'd.  This-was ;he deep-Contrivance of 
Capt. Bolt, whole private, Intereſt juſtling with the Publigk,ang Mine, is the 
Source of-all my. Misforgunes, --.Not long. aiter-Dg/4», as,takgn,into my

I renewed my application 3 they told 
me the Ships were rt ready; with theſe Delays I had 1500 Bags of Bisket 
ſo damnified (though very good in it ſelf) that it was left on my hands, 
which I was forced to cull, and ſold to thoſe of the Trade who-ſold part of 
it to the Commiſſioners, as I proved before them. Datmpneſs of Ships ſpoil'd 
ſome Mens Bread whdfle in the River, yet they ſuſtain'd no loſs by it. | 
. Note, The ſending for Bisket was Capt. Bol;'s buſineſs. At the ſame time 
two others baked Horſe-Beans in their Bread, and was accepted, by the fa- 
vour of Mr. Mayze who fold a Horſe, Capt. Bolt who had the Preſent of a 
Silver-heated Cain, and Dodſon who had 104. lent him on a Note; which 
was tO be deliver'd up when the Bisket .went to Sea, This I, made out 
againſt Dodſon, for which he was diſcharg'd, hg 
Thenceforward ſuch Grain was made uſe of in Bisket for the Navy, ag

| ne're had been known. Mr. G. bought 130 Quarter of dammag'd Peaſe our 


of the Vicualling-Office, baked it into Bisket, and fold it to the Commiſſio- 
ners. I ask'd him how he thought to get clear of it? He told me I might go 
with him and ſee: he buys a Horſe of Mr. Mayne, who challenges bim for 
to s. remaining for the former in my hearing. Hm

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I baked 50o Bags of Bisket with ſome Peaſe in it, to ſee how they would 
paſs from me: They were refus'd, and after ſix Months keeping, fold. b 
another to the Office, for more than I would haveparted with them for at firſt. 

The Town-Bakers were in Confederacy to fix an extravagant Price on the 
Bisket, they knew the Commiſſioners were in urgency for; after all theſe 
Diſcouragements I reſolv'd to appear, and as I happily baffled their Deſigns, I 
made then Three Propoſals to the Commiſſioners. 1/. To prevent mixtures. 
2aly. Fo carry on Baking in their own Office, as afore done by me. 3ly. By 
baking in my own Houle the Kings Stuff. The latter they ſoon complied 
with me in, and contrafted with me for, the Two former was to be co- 
loured over as I ſhall preſently relate. The Propoſal they cloſed with me in, 
was to be defeated as far as poſſible. Mr. Mayne ſet himſelf againſt my pay- 
ment according to Contrat, which Mr. Papillon was for, yet it was carried 
againſt me, Nor did I bake what I could have baked, though I might have 
Goods ſent into me on the Office credit : This was to my great Injury, and 
the Publick too, and Gain to none I know of, but the Purveyor. The Com- 
miffioners order*d the clearing of my Houſe of the Bisket I had in it, before 
I baked for them ; which I did, and after fold it to them. Dodſon was again 
broughtin, he ſurvey'd it, and reports it, as handling cold ; when I came to 
rake out my Warrants, Mr. Mayne crys out we'll amerce him, Mr. Papillon 
askr how much ? | Mr. Mayne ſaid 3. per C. which came to 451. Dodſon 
ſeem'd concern'd at it, and told me, he thought 1 5. per C. would have been 
as much as they would have laid on it. This was the firſt Amercement ever 
was made, as I knew of ; and by Mr. Mayne's good will it ſhould be the only 
one, as will appear by an Article in rhe Report about Amercement, which 
was what he openly expreſs at the Board againſt me to have brought them 
off; which taking Air the Bakers Petition'd for Remiſſhon, but Mr. Papillon 
reſoly'd it ſhould not go unpuniſh'd, and carried it. 

The Commiſſioners Ship'd great quantities of Bisket for the Srreights 
There was ſent to Sea as I proved upon Dodſon by Three Witneſſes ſuch 
Bisket it was aſhame it ſhould paſs; upon this he was again thrown our, 
= Papillon declaring he muſt never expe to be imployed more in the 

Ce. 

For all this the Commiſſioners accepted not of my two former Propo- 
fals till ſome time after, as the ſucceeding Papers will manifeſt. 

Pl put an end to this account, acquainting only after all the Services my 
Reply to the Report will make out, with the brighteſt Evidence, at the mo- 
ment it was rumour'd Mr. Papi/lop had reſign'd, there having been a Drip'in 
my Houſe that had damaged ſome Cakes; the whole Loft of Bisket, was 
given out for ſuch to Capt. Ales, which he ſo reſented, he reſolv'd I ſhould 
turn out before himſelf, ſo forbid me any more Meal. This Inſpiration from 
the Father of Lies was to render me odious to the New Commiſſioners, 
Mr. Maine to be Chairman. While my Enemies were fluſht with this Ima- 
ginary ViQtory they flatter'd themſelves they had obtain'd, and looking on 
themſelves as rid on me forever. The Almighty Patron of the Oppreſs'd 
infuſes new Courage into me ; and bold as Innocence I attended the Duke of 
Ormond with my Caſe, who was nobly pleas'd to ſend me in his Great Name 
to the Admiralty ; to whom I preſented what follows. 

I muſt only detain the Reader while I do juſtice to their Lordfhips, for 
their moſt obliging Reception of me, I ſhould be guilty of the blackeſt 
Ingratitude, did I not make an honourable mention of what was ſo deſer- 
ving it. Ireturn likewiſe the Gentlemen of the Navy my acknowledg- 
ment for their diſpatch in my Aﬀair. How pleas'd ſhould I be to celebrate 
the Praiſes of thoſe, whoſe goodneſs has been flowing to me, while I'm all 
in torture now, I am forc'd to appear a rude il-natur'd Satyriſt, in making the 
iuſteſt Reflexions onthoſe who have been otherwiſe. _

The Caſe of John Kelly of S:. Pauls Shadwell, Hi; 
Majeſty's Bicket- Baker, and Superviſor of the 
Vifttualling-Office on T ower-Hill. 


I. Hat the ſaid John Kylly for many Years hath followed his Calliog 

of a Bisket-Baker, but in November 95, the Commiſſioners for 
viQualling the Navy contracted with him wholly to ſerve the King, and to 
quit all Merchants and other Services, and to bake all he could in his own 
Houſe on Wapping-Wall, and make it of the King's Stuff, which he did per- 
form with all Faithfulneſs according to his Contract, 

IT. That being zealous to ſerve His Majeſty and his Seamen, and he did 
in ſeveral Letters inform the ſaid Commiſſhoners, that other Bakers who 
were in ContraQ to deliver Bread made all of ſound and ſweet Wheat at a 
certain Price, did defraud the King, and abuſe the Seamen by mixing Meal 
made of Rye, Barly and Peaſe, which would not keep any conſiderable time 
Water-born, nor was wholſome for the Seamen. | 

ITI. That ſuch Praftices was the occaſion that ſo much Bread was fo fre- 
quently return'd, and particularly betwixt November 96, and Myy g7, vaſt 
Quantities were return'd at one time, for which the King paid 20s. per C. 
and was ſold for 4 5. per C. and there went away as good Bread with it for 
want of being culPd, as the King gave 20 5, per C. for at that times and I 
did propoſe a Method to the Commiſſioners to prevent ſuch Evils (as had 
long rain'd) for the future; provided they would empower me ſo to do, and 
that I was inform'd by R. S. that ſomepart was ſold to the Tranſport-Office 
for 12 5s. per C. and ſome to Newfound-Lend for 45 5. per C. by R. B. 

IV. That the 10th of May 97, he receiv*d a Warrant under the Seal of the 
Office requiring and impowering him to ſuperviſe all the Bakers in Contra& 
with the Office, and to inſpeCt what Stuff they made their Biskket of, and 
if not according to ContraQt to report the ſame in order to their Abatement 
and Puniſhment. | . 

V. That in the beginning of July 97, the Commiſſioners being in a great 
Strait for want of Bread, the Bakers underſtanding it, they would have impo- 
ſed upon them as to Price and Payment. I acquainted Mr. Mztchell how they 
might raiſe more Bread in the Office, and my Houſe, by ſetting the Ovens to 
work Night-work, which he acquainted the Commiſſioners with; upon. 
which I was ſent for to the Board, and was order'd to do as I propoſed (be- 
ing introduced by Mr. Green into the Bake.houſe) which I fo well perform'd, 
that they baked there, and at my Houſe, a ſufficient Quantity of Bread from 
the King's Stuff. _ | 

VI. That K/lhy Purſuant to the Warrant to him direQed, did inſpeR the 
Bakers in Contra&t, and through many Difficulties did diſcover ſuch notorious 
Abuſes in their mixing undue Grains with Wheat, that the Commiſſioners 
amerced 10 of them in proportion to their Offences. 

VII. That Kelly acquainted the Commiſſioners, that he had conſider'd of 
ſuch Methods that would favethe King Thouſands, and to have always good 
and wholſom Bread ; andin order thereto did propoſe that His Majeſty ſhould 
purchaſe Mills and grind all their own Wheat that they made into Bisket ; 
by which all Frauds and Abuſes to His Majeſty's SubjeQs, and Lofles by bad 
Bread, which had for many Years been praQticed would utterly ceaſe ; and 
accordingly Kel did further propoſe the purchaſing Mr. Mayhew's Mills at 
Rotherhith, which upon ſurvey of Kelly, he found it accommodated with four 
pair of Stones, and all other Conveniences ready fixed with large Grainerys, 
and a Killn for drying of Wheat, in order to dreſs their Flower, which will 
make it keep three times longer at Sea than without drying.

VIIT. Thatthe King with thoſe Mills might grind 180 Quarters of Wheat, 
2 Week, which 15-25 much as would ſupply the Viftualling-Office and the ſaid 
Kellys Houle, and be a ſufficient Supply, and likewiſe prevent all the Miſ- 
chiets that have hitherto attended the buying of Bisker, and that none is 
uſed in the Bisket they buy for the Navy. 


Here follows a Copy of the Letter ſent to the Commiſſioners, upon which 
tliey granted me their Warrant. | 


Honoured Gentlemen, May the 3d 99. 


Nce more I muſt give you to underſtand, thit I ſee daily Abuſes put 

upon you by one and another, ina meer Combination to diſtreſs you 

as much as they can, without any reſtraint. Iam the Butt into which the 
Arrows'of their Malice are Shot, I have laboured to open your Eyes, but 
you ſeem as tho you had no Eyes ; I aſſure you, you have not the ſame Goods 
you buy, ſo that the Government pays for that it Has nor, and the Subje&s 
abuſed by it, who will reflett on you. Nothing is more common than to 
{ell you by Sample that which you have hot in Parcel. I am ſure there is 
IO s. per Quarter difference in ſome ſort of Goods that come to me ; and you. 
buy Bread to be made of good Wheat, whereas 'tis made of Barly, Rye and 
Peaſe, and coarſe Midlings, which makes Bread four Shillings in the Hun- 
dred worſe than you buy it for. This I can make appear, and will when I 
am impower'd from you, but not before. I can fave the Government much 
more _— L. per Ann. as I have ſaid I could. Pray Gentlemen take me 
right, and don't do by me as you have formerly, I have done my duty as a 


faithful Servant, and I'm ſorry my Hands have been bound behind the back 
of my Indeavours. Pl! aſſure you, it you will not credit this, it ſhall be 
the laſt I ſhall trouble you with. But {hs!! remain, Gentlemen,

N purſuarice of your Warrant to me direQted, wherein you impower'd me 
to viſit the ſeveral Bakers in contraſt with you, which accordingly I 
have, and do find your Honours vety much abuſed by the Generality of them, 
as will appear by the Stuff and Bread they bake, which I can produce, and 
will when you order me. I do not know how to proceed any further, till 
you have ſeen what has been made thus far.

Have obeyed your Commands, in comparing the Produce of your Meal in 

the Office with that in my Houſe, and they both yield but poorly ; how 
tarthey agree, wherein they differ, and why they do ſo, Mr. Grees (who 
has the Account) will acquaint you. Iam ſorry to ſee you fo far abuſed as 
you have been and are; do hope you'll ſtrengthen my Hands, who can by 
Power from you not only prevent theſe for the future, but may do that which 
was never perform'd, nor I believe can be exceeded hereafter, in that which I 
profeſs to undertake. As I have left all buſineſs to ſerve the Government 
(under you) fol would fain do it, nor by keeping you in the dark, but by 
bringing hidden things to light, carrying on the working, grinding and ba- 
king your Wheats, that you ſhall clearly diſcern wherein they differ, whether 
in kind or grinding ; that ye may know a true eſtimate of the Produce of any 
parcel of Meal, or Meal and Midlings, whenever you require it ; whereby 
you may know the prime coſt of the Bread to the King. If your Honours 
would amerce the preſeat Wheats, which ye are ſenſible vary ſo much from 
what you bought them for, with ſubmiſſion it ſeems equally juſt to amerce 
W heat as Bisket, and perhaps miay be the beſt way to deter from ſuch prac- 
tiſes hereafter. Your accepting or refuſing this Motion, as well as Reward

the moſt part I have been unhappily underſtood and bauk'd ; however, 
leceing there is one way more very providentially falls out, and perhaps *tis 
the greateſt from me of any. I know a Perſon that has Mills, with large 
Grainaries, four pair of Stones, with all moveable Conveniencies, which 
he'll let the King have for two hundred and fifry Pounds, the ſtanding Rent 
Is 135. per Ann. and there is as much to be let as will yield 5o /. per Ann. 
ſo that the ſtanding Reat will be 85 /. per Azn. Theſe Mills can p111d 180 
Quarter per Week, if fully employed, which is as much as the Office and my 
Houſe can bake in that time. The Toles thereof is 115 Buſhel, which ar 
5 5. per Buſhel, 1s 28 /, 15 5. per Week, and at 8 5, per Buſhel, as it is now 
currant is 46 1. per Week. *Cheſe Mills at the utmoſt cannot ſtand the King

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The Commiſſioners Report to the Lords of the Admiralty, in Relation to 
his Petition and Cale, together with his Reply to them, and what is ſince 
added. 


Honoured Gentlemen, 


E received your Honours Letter of the firſt of Auguſt laſt, accom- 

panying the Petition and Caſe of Fohz Kelly, calling himſelt 
His Majelty's Bisket-Baker, and Superviſor in the ViQualling-Office, rranſ- 
mitted ro you from the Right Honourable the Lords of the Admiralty, which 
you ſend us, and delire us roinform you what we know of his Allegations, 
and whether we think it fit for His Majeſty's Service to continue him as he 
deſires, with ſuch other Matrers as we ſhould think proper for their Lord- 
ſhip's knowledg. 

We have for ſome time deferr'd the anſwering your Honours ſaid Letter, 
in rega:d of the Abſenceof ſome of our Board, deſiring that the ſaid Mat- 
ter might be examined ina full Board, which having now been done, we 
crave leave ro acquaint your Honours with the ſtate of that Matter. 

Report, We cannot allow of the Title he gives himſelf of his Majeſty's 
Matter Bisket-Baker, and Superviſor in the Viqualling-Offie, nor that ever 
we contracted with him wholly to ſetve the King, and quit all other Services. 


Honoured Gentlemen, 


Beg leave to reply to your Honours Report, whereby I intend to ſet things 
in a clearer Light before you. The Title of Mafter-Baker Pl drop, but 
dclire to be your humble Remembrancer, that Mr. Greex by your verbal Oc- 
der, introduced me into the Office of inſpeCting your own Bakers, who ever 
fiace have conſtantly obſerved my DireQions, and in particutar my comman- 
ding them Night-work, whereby more Bisket than ordinary being raiſed, it 
occaſioned rhe Town-Bakers who were then caballing to advance their Price, 
to lower it (as Capr. Bolt then own'd ro me.) I ſometime after put things 
aro ſuch a method, you might always be aſcertained of rhe aQtual Produce of 
Bisket from Meal, whereby you might diſcover the Quality of the Stuff 
(which before had a Cloud caſt over it.) I diſcovercd likewiſe the exceſſive 
charge you were at in repair of your Ovens, and would have demonſtrated, by 
what might have been done for the future, the ſhameful Management for 
the palt. 
| add, I would have ordered the dreſſing your Bran to a confiderabler Ag- 
vantage than at preſent : I oftered ir, but it was negleCted, as was likewiſe 
the dreſſing your own Flower. I do not ſee how a Miſter-Baker becomes fv 
naallowed a Title, whefi a Maſter-Cooper is fo granted a one; in baking 
there ſeems to bs more of Miſtery, and fo one to guide and govern it ſeems to

he as neceſſary : and Names are only for DiſtinQtion. I once oppo 
Capt. Bolt's Judgment, recommending ſuch Stuff ro be baked into Bisker, ro 
be ſent with Capt. Warrez to the Indies, as Tam certain would have fail'd, 
and preferr*d other which lalted che Voyage out and Home, as I received ac- 
count from Mr. Edward Wilks Clerk to Capt. Warren. 

As to your ſignitying your not contracting with me wholly to ſerve the 
King, I with due ſubmiſſion rejoin, the very nature of the thing implies ir ; 
otherwiſe I might have been under continual Suſpicion (blow up by thoſe 
whoſe Intereſt it interfer'd with) of changing the King's Goods for worſe of 
my own, having no Eye of yours over me, I ſuppoſe becauſe you knew me 
only employ'd for the King, therefore there was none. T add, my former Pa. 
pers puts this out of doubt, relating ſuch Circumſtances about it I ſhall 
neve forget. 


Report. It's true that the 10th of May 97, having Information of the Abuſes 
of ſome Bakers then in contraQ, we did give him a Warrant to viſit and examin 
with what Stuff the ſeveral Bakers we were in contraQt with did bake their 
Bread, and wherein he found abuſe to give us an account thereof, and at the 
{lame time we did imploy him to bake Bread for His Majelty's Service, and 
furniſhed him with Stuff for the ſame rate of 2 s. per C. weight; for his Care 
of inſpeQing the other Bakers, he demanded no Allowance in regard he was 
imployed by us to bake Bread himſelf. 

The ſaid Kzlly in anſwer tothe ſaid Warrant, did give Information againſt 
ſeveral Bakers ; and upon hearing and examining the Matter,there hath been 
between 2 and 3oo /. ſtop'a and allow'd for the Abuſes they had been guilty 
of. The ſaid KellysInformations being not given unto our Board, until the 
Bread was deliver'd and gone. 

We knew of noexpence of Time and Money that the ſaid Kely hath been 
at, otherwiſe then before expreſt, nor ever underſtood of any contrivance 
he made for the Retrenchmenr of the Charge in the Office,or that he exp-Qed 
any Compenſation or Salary for his Service,otherways than the due Payment 
of him for the Bread he baked. 


Reply. T was above a Year in baking for you, before I prov'd upon Dodſor 
his Connivance at the Bakers, for which he was a ſecond time diſcharg'd 3 
ſoon after you gave me a Warrant to the purpoſe you expreſs it. Mr. Agur 
gave it as his Senſe at the Board, and none of you contradicted it, that halt of 
the Amercement ſhould be my Encouragement. I am ready to give Oath 
I made Complaint againſt them with all imaginable Candor, to avoid the 
Clamour I expefted upon it. The receiving of the Bisket multed by them 
was by the Appointment of the Board, notwithſtanding Mr. Maiye's 
aſſerting differently. Mr. Agur had the ſeveral Samples at delivery handed 
to him, by Mr. Warren who is ready to atteſt it. I could never have ima- 
gined your Honours could have thought all the fore-mentioned Services to 
be done, only for the good done by them, or that it could be expenſleſs, or 
that I would create Legions of Enemies only for the pleafureof engaging them. 

I add, I had a Salary for executing my former Warrant, though I baked 
my own Stuff, and might have gain'd ſufficiently, as all did except my ſelf, ' 
for the Reaſons before-given. 


Report.That whereas he ſuggeſts in the third Article in his Caſe, That Quan- 
tities of return'd Bread from the Ships of War, were ſold at 4 -. per Cent. and 
afrerwards by the Perſon that bought it, ſold to the Commilſitoners of the 
Tranſport for 12 s. per C. &c. all the Contents of the ſaid Article (except 
only that the ſaid defeQiive Bread was ſold at 4 s. per C.) is altogether falſeand 
ſcandalous, and upon the Examination in his own Preſence, all the faid Par- - 
ticulars hath been own'd by him to be utterly falſe, and all his Pretences of 
excuſe, aſſerting ſuch untruth, was that ſome body or other told him ſo.

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Reply. Ast0 the return'd Bisket ſold to Capt. Clerk, he frankly own'd 
the culling it; bur ſaid it came to a bad Marker, William Railton one of the 
Furners, juſtified ſome. of 1t as good as what you bought, which was no great 
Credit to the Purveyor: þ 

I add, what I ſaid about ſelling to the Tranſpott-Office, which is ſo apgra- 
vated, Thad it from R.S. I invented it not, nor ever deſign'd to ſcandalize 
you by it, but to expole the buying of no better Bread than fold for damaged. 

They Report, Weown it to be true, that the ſaid Kelly did Inform them 
of the Mills at Rotherith were to be (old; and that ic would be for the 
King's Service to buy the ſame, to prevent the Abuſes that had been for- 
merly committed by the Millers; which we upon conſideration, hoping ir 
might prove to His Majeſty's Advantage, did apply to the Right Honour- 
able the Lords of the Admirality, for their Lordſhips DireQion in the 
Caſe ; and upon their Lordſhips Approval, did buy the Leaſe of the ſaid 
Mills: We think Mr. Ky therein did a good Service, but we never heard 
that he expeQed any Boupry for the ſame. 


Reply. For the Mills which Providence propoſed I laid hold-on, and your 
Honours Embraced, as the great Remedy for ſo many Evils the Office la- 
boured under ; to your Fame be it ſpoke, with a Generoſity worthy of you: 
You deſpiſed all the Artifices made uſe of to hinder your taking of them. 
And my poſſeſſing my ſelf of Mahew's Papers ſomewhat contributed to. I 
pay you, Gentlemen, my ſincerelt Acknowledment for owning me as an 
Inſtrument about them. 


Report. As to the Prayer of his Petition, That he might be continued 
Maſter-Baker in the Vii#ualling-Office, and Impowered Superviſor of all dry 
Proviſions, &c. We crave leave to certifie your Honours, That we cannot 
think him a fit Perſon for ſuch a Truſt, not only becauſe before he was Im- 
ploy'd to Bake the King's Meal, when he was in ContraQ for delivering of 
Bread, we found him as Culpable as any of the other Bakers ; but that 
alſo ſince he was Imploy'd to Bake for the King, he did diſpoſe of 400 
Bags of Bread for his own uſe, for the Payment of his Private Debts, 'with- 
out the Knowledge or Allowance of the Board, and in a time whea there 
was great Scarcity of Bread for their Service; and though the ſame hath 
ſince been ſupplied by other Bread, which was not ſo good as that of the 
King's ; yet we humbly conceive, a Perſon that hath been Guilty of ſucha 
Breach of Truſt, and in a time when the King's Aﬀairs might have ſuffer'd 
exceedingly for want of the Bread, is not fit for ſuch an Employ and 
Truſt as is in his Petiton deſired. We are,

Reply. I come now to the concluding Paragrapli about my Contrivan- 
ces, '&c._ I pray with more fervency than ever, that ſince I have aQted fo 
(as the Paper demonſtrates) for the Common Good, you would not ſuffer me, 
as you are Gentlemen, and more as you are Chriſtians, to fall into Ruin, to 
the Triumph of thoſe that hate me, and the diſheartning all who ſhall ſerve 
the Publick againſt the Selfiſhneſs of them that oppoſe it. 

As to your repreſenting me as unqalify'd, from undue Baking whilft in 
Contra, it ſhould ſeeni more an Obje&ion againſt uſing me formerly, - 
than at- preſent; and what gave fatisfaftion then, will, I truſt, con- 
tinue it now. Though I muſt needs ſay, that Eye was ſharp as an Eagles, 
that could diſern Peaſe in Bisket while it was mine, and therefore rejeted 
it; and as ſoon as it came to be Mr, C---- became blind as a Mole (or the 
Peaſe vaniſhed) and accepted it- ws D The 
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The 400 Bags of Bisket diſpoſed of by me, was ſuch a fault, nothing leſs 

than Neceſlity can Apologize for : But your Honours have been mifintorm- 
ed about paying my Debts with the Sale of them. I have their Note to 
ſbew it otherwiſe: As it 1s not out of your Power, or unreaſonable to for- 
give it, {ce1ng it has been made good; fo let it not be againſt your Inclina- 
tions, but let my Services, with the State of a poor Family in the depth of 
Miſery, move your Compaſſion ; and may I upon a Second Commiſſion of 
that kind, fall under the ſeverelt Juſtice, as now I hope to become an Obje&t 
of your Mercy.

I add, I aſſume the Boldneſs to aſſert, I have abundantly Refuted your 
charging me, when in Contract, with delivering as bad Bread as others; I 
wiſh both that and what I have returned to it, had never ſeen the Sun. The 
Services about the Mills alone in the full extent of their uſefulneſs, are of 
that conſequence, the conſideration of them might have prevaild with you 
to have buried the 400 Lent Bags in Everlaſting Oblivion : I muſt be free 
with you, Gentlemen, you had no other way of intercepting the Lords of 
the Admiralty's Bounty to me, and preventing their Settling me (upon Pe- 
titioning them) according as I requeſted them, but with blackening me with 
thar unhappy Fad. 
I am ſorry for you, that your Prejudices ſhould not reſt here, and tho? 
I have declined the Matter of my Petition, and only Crave to live by 
Serving the Government, and that only becauſe I can live no otherwiſe, 
having diſoblig'd almoſt all others, by my Serving the Government in oppo- 
ſition tro them. I muſt be deny'd this, though I give in Security ; and no- 
thing will fatisfie, but to abandon me to al} rhar is Miſerable, as if I had 
been one of the Vileſt of Criminals. The Touch about Bisket ſupply'd, | 
being not ſo good, I can only fay to it, C:ptain Ayles might have refuſed ir, 4 
I could have compelled them to ſend in better, as I mighr ſooner, had I | 
known your Scarcity, the Notes running to anſwer it on Demand, 
I cannot take my leave of the laſt Article, (that gives ſuch a wound to 
my Repuration, I and all mine are threatened to bleed to Death by it) with- 
out making two Obſervations upon it. 
Firſt, As to what you term the Prayer of my Petition, my Anſwer to the 
firſt Article, and the Amercement; I think, clears it up to a Demonſtration, 
that my Condudt has been unexceptionable in both Parts; and that is more 
than I ſhall grant that of my Adverſaries to have been. 
Secondly, Neither can that far fetch'd Argument againſt me, nor your 
nearer ones (all ſo weakened (as I humbly conceive) by my Reply to 
them) I verily think, conclude againſt me even in that, unleſs my Faults, 
different from all Mankind, admit of no Extenuations ; and what would be a 
Vertue in others, is demeritin me. Much leſs for ever to ſhut me -out of 
Employ under the King, when I have given in Security.

The PROPOSALS of Joun KeLLy. 


HE third of April laſt, I laid before the Commiſſioners the advantage 

*twould be to the King, in employing my Houſe in baking the over- 

plus of what their Mills could grind, over and above what they could bake art 
their Office. 

I. That 'tis more conſiſtent with the Intereſt of the Government, to emt- 
ploy my Houſe with = Office, becauſe . your Office cannot bake all the 
Bread you have occaſion for, as appears by your buying Bread. | 

II. Your Office cannot bake all the Wheat your Mills can grind ; therefore 
the Mills donot anſwer the Ends for which they were taken for. | 

TH. The Mills will grind as much Wheat as your Office and my Houſe 
can bake in a Week, and therein they fully anſwer the End for which they 
were taken for. 

IV. The Tolls of the overplus of what the Mills can grind over and above 
what the Office can bake, will come to Ten Pounds a Week, which will pay 
the Rents of the Mills, and the Servants Wages belonging thereto. 

V. That I will make Bread of all Wheat, as cheap to the King (all things 
conſidered, and far better for the SubjeQ that eats it) than that which you 
| buy of the Bakers and Mealmen, made of Barley, Rye, and Midlings of 
Bran ground over again, which is improper for the Navy's uſe, and con- 
trary to your InftruQions, | 

VI, The Employing of my Houſe has been of great Advantage to the 
Government, it being a Check to them that ſold Bread to the Office, who 
would have made greater Advantage to themſelves, had it not been for me; 
and likewiſe that I gave them to underſtand the true Produce of the Stuff 
I received, made out ; and what the Bread laid the King in, clear of all

| Upon theſe Articles 1 founded theſe Propoſals.

for the Small-Coal and Bran upon Account.
